The 
pioliablllty Is, however, that neither Grant 
uor J3iaiue will be successful, and that Ed- 
munds will be brought forward as the dark 
horse, and carry off the pnze. It matters 
very little though, who shall be nominated 
since the question of the unit rule has been 
decided favorably to to those who demanded 
the right of each Congressional district to 
representation. It is this that that the GA- 
ZETTE has been contending for more than 
for any particular candidate. Under the 
lead of James McManus, who cannot by any 
means be called a reformer, although he 
lias done good work at Chicago, the Penn- 
sylvania delegation divided in its allegiance 
to Cameron, and in the New York delega 
lion a similar split occurred. These occur- 
rences, together with the humiliation aud 
defeat of Don Cameron, in his attempt to

U-acher has not the co-operation of the par- 
ent, it soon manifests itself in the schoo' 
room, ami the difficulty ot government is 
increased just in proportion. 
If the teach- 


ers now employed are not worthy Ihe con- 
fidence of the people, they should not be 
employed ; if tl.ey are, then they must be 
sustained. 1 cannot refrain from express- 
ins au opinion uttered before, that the in- 
ternal work of Ihe school, such as the pun- 
ishment for neglected lessons, refractory be- 
haviour, incivility, or misconduct during 
scliool houis should never be interfered with 
by any one, unless such punishment is 
abusive. All such interference weakens 
-ho discipline and usefulness of the schools. 


In order to insure a greater degree of 


success to our schools, they need a closer 
supervision that the present arrangements 
warrants. 
When I look charge ot the 


school.! seven years ago I was able to do 
nueh moro than at piesent.
